Fort Edmonton 
upgrades would 
cost $150M-plus 


Proposal. Park hopes 
to have upgrades ready 
for Canada's 150th 


Fort Edmonton Park’s future 
plans to better highlight the 
city’s past will cost more than 
$150 million, according to a 
report going to city councillors 
next week. 

Councillors will review the 
proposal Monday. It calls for 
an Indigenous People’s Ex¬ 
perience, an expanded Hotel 
Selkirk and midway, and sig¬ 
nificant upgrades to the park’s 
utilities, all to be completed 
before Canada’s 150th birthday 
in 2017. 

Bill Demchulc, executive 
director of the Fort Edmonton 
management company, said 


the expansion is about better 
telling the area’s histoiy, espe¬ 
cially as it relates to Aboriginal 
people. 

“We have been telling a 
stoiy, part of the Aboriginal 
stoiy, for years in a small way, 
but from our perspective it 
hasn’t been in a meaningful 
or respectful enough way,” he 
said. 

The Indigenous People’s 
Experience would tell stories 
about the Aboriginal settlers of 
Edmonton. The midway would 
include space for new rides and 
the hotel expansion would add 
22 guest rooms and a large ball¬ 
room that could accommodate 
weddings. 

Demchulc said the additions

could help improve the park’s 
bottom line, but they will also 
tell more of the city’s stoiy. 

“This isn’t a for-profit busi¬ 
ness,” he said, “but this whole 
idea is about being able to 
share more with Edmonton¬ 
ians and visitors.” 

He said he’s aware the city 
has real budget pressures, but 
the park would aim to have 
help from the provincial and 
federal governments, as well as 
doing its own fundraising. 

He said the utility upgrades 
are probably the most pressing 
concern. 

“Some of those utilities that 
are below ground are past their 
best-before date,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said he 
supports the project, but he 
doesn’t think the city, or the 
other levels of government, 
will have those funds in the 
next few years. 

“We don’t have the cash to 
play with,” he said.

A judge has acquitted an 
Edmonton man charged in 
a crash that killed a Good 
Samaritan two years ago. 

Andrew Green, who was 
46, was struck and killed 
on the side of the Anthony 
Henday highway in June 
2012, after pulling over to 
help a stranded driver. 

Kieran Porter, 37, was 
charged with careless driv¬ 
ing and hit and run. 

Justice Donna Shelley 
said Thursday that the 
Crown couldn’t prove 
Porter was the driver who 
struck and killed Green. 

The decision came 
down to evidence that 
was deemed inadmissible 
because the judge deter¬ 
mined Porter’s charter 
rights had been violated.

Blatchford project 
set to get underway 



Demolition. Three 
buildings are expected 
to get the wrecking 
ball this summer 


After a fractured day at coun¬ 
cil Tuesday, the city is giving 
full approval to redevelop¬ 
ment of the city centre air¬ 
port. 

City administration held a 
media briefing Thursday and 
said they hope to start work¬ 
ing on turning the site into 
the Blatchford neighbour¬ 
hood very soon. 

“We’re hoping to begin de¬ 
molishing buildings on the for¬ 


mer airport site before the end 
of June,” said Mark Hall, the 
project’s executive director. 

Hall said three buildings will 
be demolished this summer, 
with another three following 
closely behind. 

All of the buildings are 
along Airport Road, near the 
facility’s control tower, which 
will remain in place. 

Hall said the area that will 
be built first will have a mix 
of housing choices for eveiy- 
one who might be interested 
in moving ahead. 

“It does give us the ability to 
bring family-oriented housing 
into the community,” he said. 

Hall expressed confidence 
in the city’s goal of having 


residents in the area by 2016. 

“We have been fielding 
calls from builders and people 
interested in developing on 
the site for well over a year 
now,” he said. 

On Tuesday, the project’s 
original architects Perkins 
+ Will, told councillors they 
were shocked at changes that 
had been made to their pro¬ 
ject, while the city prepared 
an implementation plan. 

Coun. Mike Nickel, one of 
two no votes when council 
moved to proceed on Tuesday, 
said he remains worried about 
the future of the project. 

“This is just the tip of 
a very, very expensive ice¬ 
berg,” he said. 


Nickel said he would rath¬ 
er the city have set ambi¬ 
tious environmental targets 
and then turned the project 
over to the private sector. He 
said, as some of the flooding 
in south Edmonton shows, 
the city doesn’t have a great 
history when it gets into the 
development game.

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Health, Measles outbreak 
lifted in Calgary, but still 
in place in Edmonton 


Alberta Health Services de¬ 
clared Thursday that the 
measles outbreak in Calgary 
is over but remains in effect 
in Edmonton area. 

Activity of the disease “has 
decreased to such an extent” 
that the outbreak declaration 
issued on April 29 could be 
lifted, officials said in a re¬ 
lease. 

The outbreak declaration 
was also lifted in Alberta’s 
central health zone but re¬ 
mains in effect in the Edmon¬ 
ton health zone. 

In the zones where the 
outbreak has been lifted, AHS 
will no longer be offering 
the “early additional dose” 
of measles vaccine to infants 
between the ages of six and 
12 months. 

Public health officials 
had been offering the extra 
dose of vaccine in order to 
provide “short-term added 
protection” to babies during 
the period of higher measles 



activity. 

Infants travelling to the 
Edmonton area or anywhere 
else in Canada or internation¬ 
ally where measles outbreaks 
are still in effect will also be 
eligible to receive an addi¬ 
tional early dose of vaccine.

At the same time Perkins+Will 
was being invited to present 
its Blatchford redevelopment 
master plan at prestigious in¬ 
stitutes in Stockholm, Paris, 
Berkeley and the Netherlands, 
and before it had won the na¬ 
tion’s highest urban design 
award from the Royal Archi¬ 
tectural Institute of Canada, 
Stantec was leading a team to 
revise the visionaiy design. 

In Hollywood, they call 
that a “script doctor.” And the 
unwritten rule is the original 
screenwriter stays quiet about 
it. That’s not what happened 
at City Hall Tuesday. 

The political drama began 
when four representatives of 
Vancouver’s Perkins + Will, 
led by architect Joyce Drohan, 
chastised council for watering 
down their design, for which 
they were paid $3.6 mil¬ 
lion. After blasting the city’s 
allegedly inflated prices for 
the now eliminated sustain¬ 
ability features, Drohan called 
Stantec’s implementation plan 
“a slightly better-than-average 
neighbourhood.” 

Somewhere along the 
way, the city’s language on 
Blatchford changed, too, going 
from being “world-leading” to 
“one of the largest sustainable 
redevelopment projects in 
North America” to “the most 
sustainable community Ed¬ 
monton has ever seen.” That’s 
like saying the Oilers will be 
the best NHL team the city’s 
ever had and nothing like the 
ambitious rhetoric that sold us 
on closing the airport in the 


first place. 

Perkins + Will says it 
wasn’t consulted on the re¬ 
visions and got a chance to re¬ 
view the revised plan only two 
weeks ago. Mayor Iveson fired 
back, saying they had earlier 
opportunities but declined be¬ 
cause they “weren’t employed 
to.” His chief of staff pointed 
out that the firm turned down 
the implementation plan’s 
request for proposal in Sep¬ 
tember 2012.

ment for months but we still 
haven’t located the fire.

“We think the 
urban design pieces that 
Perkins + Will provided in the 
concept plan are still embed¬ 
ded in and central to the 
development plan.”

Blatchford 2 is not a bad 
plan. Far from it, it’s shaping 
up to be Edmonton’s most de¬ 
sirable neighbourhood. But as 
all sequels go, it fails to move 
us like the original.

University's Bike 
Library notes increase 
in loans over last year, 
credits more student 
awareness of program

Bicycles are on the move at 
the University of Alberta, 
with more bikes being loaned 
out through the Bike Libraiy 
this summer than ever be¬ 
fore, according to staff. 

The libraiy has been lend¬ 
ing students an average of 
eight to 12 bikes a week. The 
waiting list in May is up by 
six from the same month last 
year, and 20 people are on the 
waiting list for June. 

“This is aimed at under¬ 
graduate students who are 
already paying student union 
fees and want to rent a bike 


during their time on campus 
that’s relatively accessible 
and fairly low cost compared 
to other organizations,” said 
Kerstyn Lane, program man¬ 
ager at Sustain SU. 

The bike workshop 
recently upgraded their 
space, allowing them to 
house more bikes while fix¬ 
ing bicycles in a more open 
space, said Lane. 

The demand is highest in 
the summer, making it a chal¬ 
lenge to get each bike out and 
on the streets as fast as pos¬ 
sible. 

A variety of bicycles are 
also available, including 
mountain bikes, cruisers 
and road bikes which can 
all be rented on a monthly 
basis. 

Started in 2005, the stu¬ 
dent-run centre says more 
students want to access the 
service to get out on Edmon¬ 
ton streets. 

“I think there’s just a 
greater bike awareness with 
students on campus,” said 
Lane.

The city’s 2014-2018 Bike 
Lane Infrastructure Plan was 
approved by council on Wed¬ 
nesday and although the plan 
has its merits, experts say 
there isn’t anything “revolu- 
tionaiy” about the proposed 
designs. 

“It isn’t hard to improve 
Edmonton’s existing bicycle 
infrastructure because there 


isn’t much of it, to be frank. 
Certainly not compared to 
so many other cities,” said 
Fort McMurray-bom Mikael 
Colville-Andersen, who is now 
an urban design expert and 
CEO of Copenhagenize De¬ 
sign Co.—a Copenhagen-based 
company that examines bi¬ 
cycle design around the world. 

When asked what type of 
infrastructure would work for 
Edmonton’s core, Colville-An¬ 
dersen said the best type of bi¬ 
cycle infrastructure is one that 
protects cyclists from other 
motorists. 

“We know that painted 


lanes are quite useless and 
that sharrows are probably 
the most ridiculous idea ever 
brought to streets. Bi-direc¬ 
tional cycle tracks are more 
dangerous than one-way cycle 
tracks on both sides of the 
street,” he said. 

The Calgaiy-native added 
Edmonton’s wide road lanes 
is a “low-hanging fruit that is 
not being exploited” and by 
narrowing car lanes, it would 
force motorists to focus more 
and the city could free up 
space for a cycle track, as seen 
in other cities.

Man killed hours 
after jury errs on 
not-guilty verdict 


Alleged burglary.

A man who was mistakenly ac¬ 
quitted of burglaiy charges was 
stabbed to death hours later in 
a fight, police said. 

Bobby Lee Pearson was let 
go Wednesday after a juiy mis¬ 
takenly signed a not-guilty ver¬ 
dict form at the end of his trial 
in a California courtroom. 

Judge W. Kent Hamlin said 
Wednesday that he had no 
choice but to order Pearson 
to be released from jail be¬ 
cause the verdict of not guilty 
had been put on the record,

The Fresno Bee newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

After it was too late, jurors 
told the judge they were hung 
on the charges against Pearson. 

“This has never happened to 
me in more than 100 juiy trials 
that I have done,” Judge W. 
Kent Hamlin said, adding that 
he couldn’t change the verdict 
form. 


Pearson’s freedom was 
short-lived. Hours later, he was 
stabbed to death after going 
to a home to get some cloth¬ 
ing and belongings, police Sgt. 
James Rios said. He apparently 
got into a fight early Thursday 
with his sister’s boyfriend, who 
Rios says then stabbed him. 

Pearson and two co-defend¬ 
ants were accused of burglar¬ 
izing an apartment last year 
and stealing a video system and 
a gun. Jurors returned a guilty 
verdict against one of Pearson’s 
co-defendants and the mis¬ 
taken not-guilty verdict against 
Pearson. 

Jurors said they were con¬ 
fused by the forms, one of 
which was for a guilty verdict 
and the other for a not-guilty 
verdict. One juror said there 
was no form they could sign 
indicating they were dead¬ 
locked.

U.S. feds push cops to 
keep silent on surveillance 


Poll. We value our 
privacy but aren’t 
proactive in preserving it 


Canadians are more concerned 
about their online privacy than 
many of their global counter¬ 
parts and yet they’re also less 
likely to take proactive meas¬ 
ures to secure their personal 
information, suggests a new 
study. 

Nearly two-thirds of Can¬ 
adians polled said they believed 
they had less privacy online 
than they did a year ago, accord¬ 
ing to a report by the IT com¬ 
pany EMC, which conducted 
online surveys with 15,000 web 
users in 15 countries. 

Globally, the average was 59 
per cent. 

Canadians were the second- 
least likely to say that they’d be 
willing to trade some of their 
privacy for “easier access to 
information and knowledge,” 
behind only the German-bom 


respondents. 

About 85 per cent of the 
Canadians polled said they be¬ 
lieved it will become more dif¬ 
ficult to cling onto a safe degree 
of privacy online in the next 
five years, versus 81 per cent of 


all respondents. 

But Canadians admitted 
they could do more to protect 
themselves on the Internet. 

Nearly seven in 10 said they 
did not regularly change their 
online passwords, versus the 


global average of 62 per cent. 

One in three said they didn’t 
worry about changing their 
privacy settings when joining 
social networks, which was in 
line with the global average.

In 
exchange, the U.S. released 
five detainees from a deten¬ 
tion centre in Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba.

World Cup revelry 
matched by rage as 
protests get violent 


Turmoilin host cities. 

Black Bloc adherents 
infect crowd angered by 
billions spent on sport 


Protesters and Brazilian police 
clashed in Sao Paulo, Rio de 
Janeiro and at least three other 
World Cup cities on Thursday, 
around the first match of soc¬ 
cer’s premier event. 

Just after the match started, 
about 300 protesters marched 
along Rio’s Copacabana beach 
to denounce lavish spending on 
a sports tournament in a nation 
with profound social needs. 

The protest was peaceful, 
but there were worries that 
could change as adherents to 
the anarchist “Black Bloc” tac¬ 
tic were seen in the crowd. 

Violence did break out else¬ 
where.

In Sao Paulo, more than 300 
demonstrators gathered along 
a main highway leading to the 
stadium. Some tried to block 
traffic, but police repeatedly 
pushed them back using tear 
gas and stun grenades. 

A few protesters suffered in¬ 
juries after being hit by rubber 
bullets, while others choked on 


tear gas. An Associated Press 
photographer was injured in 
the leg after a stun grenade ex¬ 
ploded near him. CNN reported 
on its website that two of its 
journalists were also injured. 

“We’re in a country where 
the money doesn’t go to the 
community, and meanwhile 
we see all these millions spent 
on stadiums,” said student Ta- 
meres Mota, a protester at the 
Sao Paulo demonstration. 

Meanwhile, about 300 pro¬ 
testers gathered in central Rio 
de Janeiro; police took a few 
into custody. In Belo Horizonte, 
about 200 clashed with police, 
some smashing doors and win¬ 
dows. About 1,000 gathered 
in Porto Alegre, with some 
breaking property and hurling 
stones, authorities said. Police 
scattered about 150 protesters 
in the capital city of Brasilia, 
according to a local newspaper.

County Register reports 
that firefighters arrived Tues¬ 
day night at the Rosewood 
Avenue home of Rita Corpin, 
72, who was pronounced 
dead in her yard. No foul play 
is suspected.

Corpin owned two other 
Orange County homes where 
animal control officials at¬ 
tempted Wednesday to cap¬ 
ture more than 60 feral cats. 
The retired high school his- 
toiy teacher owned two dogs 
and fed area cats regularly, 
Santa Ana police Cpl. An¬ 
thony Bertagna said. 

Because her home was so 
full of debris, Corpin lived 
alone in a truck in her drive¬ 


way, Bertagna said. It took 
officials several hours to re¬ 
move Corpin’s body from the 
property because of the trash 
and overgrown plants. 

Over time, the hoarding 
and neglect at Corpin’s prop¬ 
erties prompted 26 contacts 
by Santa Ana city officials, city 
spokeswoman Tanya Lyon said. 

The city levied fines and 
warned Corpin about her 
properties’ poor condition, 
but she eventually refused 
to allow city officials on her 
properties, Lyon said. By mak¬ 
ing small changes, Corpin 
prevented the city from seek¬ 
ing a search warrant to per¬ 
form inspections. 

The Orange County Task 
Force on Hoarding said the 
group had not worked with 
Corpin. the associated press

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Ukraine accuses Russia of failing 
to tighten up border controls 



Incursion. Three tanks 
roll into Ukraine, 
despite Russian 
statements of interest 
in a peaceful solution 


Ukraine’s president rallied 
support Thursday for his plan 
to end fighting in the coun- 
tiy’s east in phone calls with 
the Russian and German lead¬ 
ers, even as he condemned 
what Ukrainian officials called 
an incursion of armoured 
vehicles from Russia. 

The Ukrainian interior 
minister said three tanks 
crossed into Ukraine along 
with other armoured vehicles 
from Russia and were attacked 
by militaiy forces fighting pro- 
Moscow separatists. He did 
not directly accuse Moscow of 
sending the tanks, but said it 
showed Russia had failed to 
fulfil promises to tighten bor¬ 


der controls. 

Russia has denied sending 
troops or weapons to Ukraine, 
describing Russian citizens 
who have joined the armed 
separatists as volunteers. 


There was no independent 
confirmation that the tanks 
had come from Russia. 

The reported incursion 
followed statements earlier 
Thursday by Russia’s foreign 


minister that the separatists 
were ready for a cease-fire but 
that Kyiv had to initiate the 
process. 

Interior Minister Arsen 
Avakov said the incursion had 


been going on for three days 
and took place despite Rus¬ 
sian statements of interest in 
a peaceful solution and prom¬ 
ises to increase control over 
the border, the associated press 


High-level talks 


Resolving 
the crisis 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco, who took 
office less than a week 
ago, told Russian President 
Vladimir Putin that it was 
“unacceptable” that tanks 
had crossed the border, ac¬ 
cording to his spokesman, 
Svyatoslav Tsegollco. 

A Kremlin statement 
said Poroshenlco told Putin 
about his plan for resolving 
the crisis in the east, but 
did not say whether they 
discussed the tanks. Poro- 
shenlco has said he’s willing 
to negotiate, but not with 
what he calls terrorists, 
and could offer amnesty 
to those who don’t have 
“blood on their hands.”

Research makes case 
for sovereignty over 
Northwest Passage 


The Canadian Arctic is often 
called the trackless tundra. 
New research proves it is any¬ 
thing but. 

Fraser Taylor of Carleton 
University is co-author of a new 
atlas that documents hundreds 
of traditional Inuit place names 
and thousands of kilometres 
of routes through the sea ice, 
coastlines and vast expanses of 
the Canadian North from Lake 
Winnipeg to the tip of Elles¬ 
mere Island. 

The atlas, released this 
week after more than 15 years 
of work, combines interviews

with dozens of elders as well as 
explorer and trader accounts to 
trace the trails, some hundreds 
of years old and many still in 


regular use. 

The result, says Taylor, re¬ 
defines our understanding 
of Inuit culture and firms up 
a plank in Canada’s case for 
sovereignty over the Northwest 
Passage. 

“Inuit occupancy and Inuit 
use of those sea routes is a clear 
example of ‘use it or lose it,”’ 
said Taylor, referring to Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
working definition of Arctic 
sovereignty. 

“We show that this is very 
much Canadian territory, both 
in land terms and in sea terms.” 

Researchers spent weeks 
and months in Arctic commun¬ 
ities, earning over the course of 
years the trust of local elders. 
In some cases, communities 
came to them asking for help 
in documenting local know¬ 
ledge.

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BlackBerry intercepts used in mob crackdown 


Project Clemenza. 

Police say more than a 
million messages were 
analyzed as evidence, 
leading to arrest of 31 
suspected gangsters 


Police in Quebec say they used 
intercepted BlackBerry com¬ 


munications to take down two 
alleged organized crime groups 
operating in the province. 

The RCMP said Thursday 
more than one million private 
messages were intercepted and 
analyzed as evidence as part of 
an operation dubbed Project 
Clemenza. 

Officials from the RCMP 
and Montreal Police said it is 
the first time this investigative 
technique has been used on 


such a large scale in a criminal 
investigation. 

“This is the most important 
interception of this kind per¬ 
formed as part of a major in¬ 
vestigation in North America.” 
RCMP Supt. Michel Arcand told 
a news conference. 

“One million messages 
were intercepted between 
2010 and 2012 (and) the investi¬ 
gation also included a complex 
analysis process.” 


The arrests are aimed at 
dismantling two cells which 
police say took over after Oper¬ 
ation Colisee seven years ago, 
an operation aimed at their 
predecessors. 

Police described the cells as 
linked to Italian-based organ¬ 
ized crime in Montreal. 

Police said they arrested 31 
people in Montreal, Quebec 
City, Laval and Gatineau.

Iraq. Islamic militants 
vow to march to Baghdad, 
say they’ll impose Shariah 


Islamic militants who seized 
cities and towns vowed 
Thursday to march on Bagh¬ 
dad to settle old scores, 
joined by Saddam Hussein- 
era loyalists and other dis¬ 
affected Sunnis capitalizing 
on the government’s polit¬ 
ical paralysis over the biggest 
threat to Iraq’s stability since 
the U.S. withdrawal. 

Trumpeting their victory, 
the militants also declared 
they would impose Shariah 
law in Mosul and other areas 
they have captured. 

In northern Iraq, Kurdish 
security forces moved to fill 
the power vacuum — taking 
over an airbase and other 
posts abandoned by the mil¬ 
itary in the ethnically mixed 
city of Kirkuk. The move 
further raised concerns the 
country could end up parti¬ 
tioned into Sunni, Shiite and 
Kurdish zones. 

Three planeloads of Amer¬ 
icans were being evacuated 
from a major Iraqi airbase 
in Sunni territory north of 
Baghdad, U.S. officials said, 
and Germany urged its cit¬ 
izens to immediately leave 
parts of Iraq, including Bagh¬ 
dad. 


• U.S. President Barack 
Obama is weighing a 
range of short-term mil¬ 
itary options, including 
airstrikes, to quell the 
insurgency. 


• However, officials firmly 
ruled out putting Amer¬ 
ican troops back on the 
ground in Iraq. 


The UN Security Council 
met on the crisis, underscor¬ 
ing the growing internation¬ 
al alarm over the stunning 
advances by fighters from 
the militant group known as 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant. 

Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Malilci had asked parlia¬ 
ment to declare a state of 
emergency that would give 
him and his Shiite-led gov¬ 
ernment increased powers, 
but the lawmakers failed to 
assemble a quorum. 

The Islamic State aims 
to create an Islamic emirate 
spanning both sides of the

Winnipeg 
ER death must be ruled 
a homicide, lawyer says 


Lawyers for the family of an 
aboriginal man who died 
during a 34-hour emergency 
room wait say an inquest 
judge must rule the death a 
homicide. 

They have also asked the 
judge to recommend Mani¬ 
toba call a public inquiry into 
how aboriginal people are 
treated in the health-care sys¬ 
tem. 

Villco Zbogar told Judge 
Tim Preston that failing to 
provide medical care to a sick 
person is akin to failing to 
provide the necessities of life. 

“It was homicide,” Zbogar 
said during final arguments 
Thursday at the Brian Sinclair 
inquest. “You just need to find 
that the death was caused by 
human contribution.” 

Police have already inves¬ 
tigated the death but did not 
lay any criminal charges. 

It’s been almost six years 
since Sinclair, a double-am¬ 
putee, died at Winnipeg’s 
Health Sciences Centre after 
languishing in the waiting 
room for hours, vomiting and 
slowly dying from a treatable 
bladder infection. An internal 
report following his death 
found some staff assumed he

The Sinclair 
family lawyers withdrew 
from the inquest halfway 
through when the judge 
chose to focus on overcrowd¬ 
ing in emergency rooms, but 
they returned for final recom¬ 
mendations.

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N.L. Sealers blame thick 
ice, blocked markets for

The Canadian Sealers Asso¬ 
ciation blames heavy sea ice 
and trade issues for a big drop 
in the commercial hunt off 
Newfoundland this spring. 

Executive director Frank 
Pinhorn says just fewer than 
55,000 harp seals were land¬ 
ed, compared to 91,000 last 
year and 69,000 in 2012. 

Pinhorn says about 65 
boats went out compared to 
45 the year before but many 
had trouble getting through 
unusually thick sea ice. 

He says the number of 
seals landed was far below 
the federal quota of 400,000 
while the price held steady at 
about $35 for the best pelts. 

The association is calling 
on Ottawa to more aggres¬ 
sively deal with seal product 
bans that block access to mar¬ 



kets in several countries. 

The federal government 
has challenged a European 
Union ban at the World Trade 
Organization but lost again 
on appeal last month.

Superstars join fight 
against wartime rape 


Ending "culture of 
impunity’. Brad Pitt 
joins Angelina Jolie at 
London summit tackling 
sexual violence in war 


Brad Pitt joined Angelina Jolie 
at a London summit on sexual 
violence Thursday, lending the 
couple’s star power to the cam¬ 
paign to end rape in war zones. 

The four-day London con¬ 
ference is organized by Brit¬ 


ish Foreign Secretary William 
Hague and Jolie, a United Na¬ 
tions special envoy. 

They hope representatives 
of the more than 100 countries 
present will back a new proto¬ 
col laying out how sexual vio¬ 
lence in conflict zones should 
be investigated and prosecut¬ 
ed. They say they want to end 
the “culture of impunity” for 
wartime sex crimes. 

Pitt watched from the audi¬ 
ence as Jolie and Hague spoke 
to delegates at the east London 
conference venue. 

Billed as the biggest-ever 


summit on the subject, the 
gathering has drawn diplo¬ 
mats, officials, charity repre¬ 
sentatives and survivors of war¬ 
time rape. 

Jolie said the meeting, 
which ends Friday, was being 
held “for all the forgotten, hid¬ 
den survivors who have been 
made to feel ashamed or been 
abandoned.” 

“And for the children of 
rape — we want the whole 
world to hear their stories and 
understand that this injustice 
cannot be tolerated, and that 
sorrow and compassion are not 


enough,” she said. 

Hague and Jolie have made 
an odd but effective double act 
as they’ve campaigned against 
sexual violence for the past two 
years. 

Hague said the Maleficent 
star “has the power to speak 
to the whole world, to raise 
awareness, change attitudes. 
Governments like the one I 
am a member of hold in their 
hands levers of decision-mak¬ 
ing and action. 

“And this combination can 
be formidable.”

U.S. drone attacks 
resume 

Missiles from U.S. drones 
slammed into militant hide¬ 
outs overnight in north¬ 
western Pakistan, killing 13 
suspected insurgents and 
marking the resumption of 
the CIA-led program after 
a nearly six-month break, 
officials said Thursday. 

The strikes were swiftly 
condemned by the Pak¬ 


istani government, with the 
Foreign Ministry saying in 
a statement that they were 
a violation of Pakistan’s 
sovereignty and its territor¬ 
ial integrity. 

The strikes came just 
days after a five-hour siege 
of Pakistan’s busiest airport 
ended with 36 people, 
including ten militants, 
killed. It was not clear if the 
drone strikes were con¬ 
nected to the airport attack.

World Cup visitors, welcome 
to Brazil, land of soccer, sun 
and sky-high prices. 

Unlike nearby Latin Amer¬ 
ican nations where a tourist’s 
U.S. dollar or European Union 
euro seemingly stretches for¬ 
ever, Brazil is astoundingly 
expensive. 

If one’s budget isn’t im¬ 
mediately busted by the 
flight or the hotel, it will soon 
be done in by the $10 US cai- 
pirinha cocktail and the $17 
cheeseburger. And those are 
the prices city-dwelling Bra¬ 
zilians saw even before the 
World Cup set off a new stan¬ 
dard of sticker shock. 

The dizzying prices are re¬ 
ferred to here as the “Custo 
Brasil,” or “Brazil Cost” — the 
mixture of high taxes and 
steep import tariffs, com¬ 
bined with bad infrastruc¬ 
ture, a dose of inefficiency

and a thick shot of bureau¬ 
cracy. 

Demand leading up to 
a big event like the World 
Cup naturally raises prices. 
But, since costs already were 
high to begin with, tourists 
should prepare to dig deeply 
into their wallets and not be 
too miffed to receive goods 
or services of inferior quality, 
said Rafael Alcadipani, a busi¬ 
ness administration professor 
at the Getulio Vargas Founda¬ 
tion, Brazil’s top think-tank. 

“Anything you buy in Bra¬ 


zil will be more expensive 
than in the United States or 
Europe, but the quality is go¬ 
ing to be worse,” he said. 

Hotel rates in many of the 
World Cup host cities more 
than doubled ahead of the 
tournament. Massachusetts- 
based TripAdvisor reports 
visitors to Rio will face the 
highest prices, with hotel 
rates averaging $445 per 
night. Even the more afford¬ 
able host cities will set trav¬ 
ellers back a good amount: 
$457 per day in Cuiaba and 
$477 in Sao Paulo. 

“The Cup prices are ridicu¬ 
lous. Everything shot up. The 
only thing you can buy in 
Brazil is a bikini, a cachaca 
(Brazilian sugar cane liquor) 
and a pair of Havaianas (san¬ 
dals),” said Gillian Santos, a 
Brazilian who now lives in 
Belgium, the associated press 


Will soccer 
outshine 
the protests? 


The sun rose Thursday on a 
tropical nation hosting its 
first World Cup in 64 years. 
Nearly half the world’s popu¬ 
lation, well over three billion 
spectators, are expected to 
watch soccer’s premier event 
and get a glimpse of the coun- 
tiy that in two years will host 
the Summer Olympics. 

But just hours before play 
was to begin, it still wasn’t 
clear which Brazil we would 
see. Would it be the irreverent 
nation known for its festive, 
freewheeling spirit? Or would 
it be the countiy that, for the 
past year, has been a hotbed 
of fuiy over poor public ser¬ 
vices, discontent over a polit¬ 
ical system widely viewed as 
corrupt, and deep anger over 
the $11.5 billion US spent on 
hosting the World Cup? 

“The world is going to see 
multitudes cheering for soc¬ 
cer — but also demanding 
that our countiy change,” 
Helen Santos, a school teach¬ 
er, said as she walked home 


in Rio de Janeiro. “The world 
needs to see that we’re a 
serious country. We’re not 
just a nation of soccer, but a 
country striving and demand¬ 
ing the government provide 
better education and health 
care. The world needs to see 
the reality of Brazil, not just 
the sport.” 

Street protests have less¬ 
ened in size since last year, 
when Brazilians staged rau¬ 
cous rallies against the gov¬ 
ernment, overshadowing the 
Confederations Cup soccer 
tournament. For two weeks, 
dozens of places were roiled 
by unrest. Whether Brazilians 
have moved past such disrup¬ 
tion is uncertain. 

“I hope the soccer out¬ 
shines the protests, but I also 
know there remains a climate 
of anger,” said Edson Carval¬ 
ho, an office assistant watch¬ 
ing 10 barefoot young men 
play a pick-up soccer match 
in Rio’s Botafogo neighbour¬ 
hood.

The U.S. Supreme Court 
on Thursday sided with juice 
maker Pom Wonderful in its 
long-running false advertis¬ 
ing dispute with the Coca- 
Cola Co., a decision that could 
open the door to more litiga¬ 
tion against food makers for 
deceptive labelling. 

The justices ruled 8-0 that 
Pom can go forward with a 
lawsuit alleging the label on 
a “Pomegranate Blueberiy” 
beverage offered by Coke’s 



Minute Maid unit is mislead¬ 
ing because 99 per cent of 
the drink is apple and grape 
juice. 

Lower courts had ruled in 


favour of Coke because the 
label conforms to the law and 
to Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion rules. But the Supreme 
Court reversed, finding that 


the juice label may technical¬ 
ly comply with FDA rules but 
may still mislead consumers 
for different reasons.

Soon you may not have to 
fumble or fight for a power 
outlet to charge your phone 
at your neighbourhood 
Starbucks. 

Starbucks and Duracell 
say they are rolling out 
Powermat wireless char¬ 
ging devices in stores in 
San Francisco. The charging 
spots will expand into other 
major markets in 2015, and 
the companies plan to put 
the devices in all Starbucks 
and Teavana locations over 
time. 

The companies say 
stores will have “Powermat 


Spots,” designated areas on 
tables and counters where 
customers can put their 
compatible smartphones 
and charge them wirelessly. 

Most smartphones and 
devices on the market now 
are not compatible with 
the Powermat stations, al¬ 
though some with the built- 
in capability are starting to 
emerge, according to IHS, a 
market researcher. People 
can also buy Powermat ac¬ 
cessories to charge devices 
that aren’t compatible, 
Starbucks noted.

Jump Street. Tatum

Richard: Mark, Jonah Hill 
and Channing Tatum are 
producers on the new Jump 
Street film, which, I guess, 
explains all the jokes about 
how much everything cost. 

At one point Hill 
actually says, “It’s way more 
expensive for no reason at 
all.” 

I don’t know how much 
the movie cost to make, 


but the self-aware jokes did 
make me laugh even though 
it is essentially a remake of 
the first film, with a few 
more Laurel and Hardy slap¬ 
stick gags and amped-up ex¬ 
plosions. 

What was your take? 

Mark: Richard, I liked this 
instalment way more than 
the previous outing. 

I loved all the self-refer¬ 
ential gags, including the 
brilliant end-credits that 
hilariously make fun of the 
inevitable sequels that will 
follow. 

I credit the directors, 
Phil Lord and Chris Miller, 
for the knowing pop culture 
sophistication they brought 
to the film. 


They directed the first 
one, too, but they’ve grown 
more confident since their 
Lego Movie hit, which also 
tweaked the audience’s ex¬ 
pectations in a similar way. 

RC: The end credit se¬ 
quence, which maps out the 
next sequels from number 3 
to installment 43 — they go 
to Beauty School and Magic 
School among other places 
of higher learning — is 
probably the funniest part 
of the movie. 

The stuff that comes be¬ 
fore is amiable, relying on 
the Mutt and Jeff chemistry 
of Hill and Tatum for laughs. 
It’s boisterous and aims to 
please, but best of all are 
the self-referential jokes. 


By clowning around 
about the difficulty in 
making the sequel better 
than the original, they’re 
winking at the audience, 
acknowledging that this is 
basically a spoof of Holly¬ 
wood sequels. 

It’s subversive, meta and 
kind of brilliant. 

MB: Yep. Because I can see 
explosions and pratfalls in 
any “action comedy”; it’s 
the subversive stuff that 
makes this movie stand 
apart. 

The intergender fight 
sequence between Jonah 
Hill and Jillian Bell (who 
is incredible throughout 
the film) is as subversive a 
take on sexual politics and 


“rape culture” that you will 
ever find. 

It’s these kinds of scenes 
that kept me laughing 
through the picture. The 
black stoner twins, played 
expertly by The Lucas Bros, 
were a masterpiece of writ¬ 
ing and comic timing. 

RC: I agree, but ill-timed 
jokes about Maya Angelou 
and Tracy Morgan were sore 
thumbs for me, but that’s 
more coincidence, I guess 
than bad taste. 

MB: I don’t think those 
jokes were deliberate, but 
they sure broke the spell for 
me. 

But then Ice Cube’s com¬ 
ic rants got me back.

Gosh! Ten years after 
cracking us up as 
Napoleon Dynamite, 
Jon Heder reflects 
on the movie that 
launched his career 


Of all the memorable lines 
in Napoleon Dynamite, the 
quirky comedy that intro¬ 
duced the world to “ligers” 
and “Vote for Pedro” T- 
shirts, there is one that gets 
hollered at star Jon Heder 
more than any other. 

“Tina, you fat lard, come 
get some dinner,” says He¬ 
der, easily adopting Napo¬ 
leon’s indignant, breathy 
voice after all these years. 

The line — directed 
at his grandmother’s pet 
llama, Tina — perfectly cap¬ 
tures the offbeat tone of the 
2004 film. 

Made for just $400,000, 
the movie was picked up by 
Fox Searchlight and Para¬ 
mount after premiering at 
the Sundance Film Festi¬ 
val and made $46 million 
worldwide. 

Heder, now 36, cele¬ 
brated the film’s 10th an¬ 
niversary this week with 
other cast members in Los 
Angeles, where a statue of 
Napoleon was unveiled on 
the Fox Studios lot. In a 
phone interview with The 
Canadian Press, he said the 
film’s cult following con¬ 
tinues to this day. 

“I think people really re¬ 
lated to Napoleon, whether 
they felt like him growing 
up or knew someone like 
that,” he said. “Even though 
it’s kind of over-the-top and 
funny, he’s trying to get 
skills, he’s trying to figure 
out what he’s good at and 
everyone can relate to that.” 


The bizarre comedy set 
in a rural Idaho town fol¬ 
lows Napoleon, a frizzy- 
haired teenager with a 
permanent slack-jawed ex¬ 
pression, and the unusual 
characters around him: his 
shrimpy brother Kip; foot¬ 
ball-obsessed Uncle Rico; 
and shy, crafty friend Deb, 
played by Tina Majorino. 

Director Jared Hess took 
inspiration from his own 
rural upbringing while writ¬ 


ing the film with his wife, 
Jerusha. His brothers even 
worked at the chicken farm 
where Napoleon toils, and 
the llama actually belonged 
to his mother — although 
her real name was Dolly, 
not Tina. 

“After the film screened 
for the first time at Sun¬ 
dance, my mom came up 
to me afterwards and said, 
‘Well, that was a lot of em¬ 
barrassing family materi¬ 


al,”’ said Hess with a laugh. 

“The character of Napo¬ 
leon, especially — I come 
from a family of six boys 
and just about everything 
that is said in the film or 
happens in the film, my 
brothers either said or ex¬ 
perienced firsthand.” 

Hess wrote a short film 
featuring the Napoleon 
character about a year and 
a half before the feature. He 
was struggling to find the

right actor to play the cen¬ 
tral role, before he remem¬ 
bered Heder from one of his 
classes at film school. 

“I acted out for him the 
voice and some of the man¬ 
nerisms of how he was sup¬ 
posed to sound and look, 
but then Jon took it and ... 
he just became the charac¬ 
ter and totally brought him 
to life,” Hess said. 

When Heder read the 
script for the short film, he 
said he immediately iden¬ 
tified with the Napoleon 
character because he also 
grew up in a big family of 
boys. 

“I got it right away,” He¬ 
der said. “I knew exactly 
who that person was be¬ 
cause so much of Napoleon 
was in my younger broth¬ 
ers and in myself. We had 
very similar experiences. I 
loved it. I was like, ‘This is 
genius.’” 

Neither expected the 
film to go on to be a smash 
hit or attract a cult follow¬ 
ing that has lasted a decade. 
Heder, who later appeared 
in the Will Ferrell comedy 
Blades of Glory and Kris¬ 
ten Bell romance When In 
Rome, said that at first he 
struggled with the spot- 
light. 

“Getting recognized, 
I got used to it, but it was 
weird. It changed every¬ 
thing. I’ve forever got this 
thing — it can either be a 
cloud or a rainbow — just 
hovering over you that is 
the movie Napoleon Dyna¬ 
mite,” he said. 


Asked whether he ever 
gets tired of being so closely 
associated with one charac¬ 
ter, Heder said; “I would, if I 
really didn’t like him. 

“But I love the movie. 
I’m so blessed that it was 
my first film,” he added. 
“It’s very close to my heart 
... I was kind of moving on 
with my life (at that time). 
I got married. I was starting 
my career, and I couldn’t 
have asked for a better way 
to do it.” 

Over the years, the 
film has spurred countless 
fan tributes — a YouTube 
search for “Napoleon Dyna¬ 
mite dance” reveals just 
how many people have duti¬ 
fully learned and recreated 
Heder’s improvised boogie 
to lamiroquai’s Canned 
Heat. 

But Heder says the stran¬ 
gest fan request he ever 
received happened while 
he was speaking at a col¬ 
lege several years ago. A fan 
wanted Heder to recreate 
a scene where Uncle Rico 
throws a steak at Napo¬ 
leon’s head. 

“This kid came up with 
a steak and he wanted me 
to throw the steak at him as 
part of a retribution act for 
what Uncle Rico did to me,” 
recalled Heder. 

“So I got to throw a steak 
at someone and I nailed him 
and it felt great,” he said. 

“He loved it. Everybody 
was cheering him on. He felt 
like a rock star. I felt like 
a rock star. It was a win-win.”

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Why Australia is a perfect setting 
for a post-apocalyptic film 


The Rover. Aussie 
filmmaker takes to his 
home to film tale about 
a man out for revenge 
in a hostile world

Australian filmmaker David 
Michod made quite a first im¬ 
pression in Hollywood with his 
2010 debut, Animal Kingdom, 
so a lot of eyes were on him 
as he chose a followup. That 
choice is now here in the form 
of The Rover, a post-apocalyptic 
tale about a man (Guy Pearce) 
out for revenge against the 
guys who stole his car. 

Australia seems to lend itself 
to these post-apocalyptic 
settings. 

I love this kind of movie, 
people stranded in a really 



inhospitable landscape. And in 
some ways it doesn’t get more 
inhospitable than Australia 
largely because 80 per cent of 
the countiy is desert and there 
are so few people out there. 

It’s both epically beautiful 
and wholly terrifying when 
you’re out there, because you 
loiow that only a couple of 
little things would need to go 


wrong and you could die. For 
instance, New Zealand doesn’t 
really have any animals, so 
there’s lots of beautiful stuff 
to look at, but it also makes it 
a little bit dull. I realized how 
much I love roaming in the 
bush in Australia because at 
any moment something that 
might kill you could pop out. 
Of course, in The Rover it’s 


more the people that might 
kill you. 

In a way, it’s a kind of 
geopolitical inversion of the 
world in present day, because 
the world of The Rover in a 
way sort of exists on the plan¬ 
et today. It just happens to be 
in super-violent, resource-rich 
countries like Nigeria or West 
African states where there 
still is an infrastructure and 
official organization, but it’s 
just incredibly cutthroat, and 
there is violence bubbling 
under the surface at all times. 

There is a sort of sense of 
anger threaded through this 
narrative. 

I can’t remember at what point 
in the writing process this 
started to happen, but I started 
to funnel a lot of my anger 
and despair into the world of 
the movie and specifically into 
Guy’s character — anger at the 
willingness that the people 
today seem to have to just let 
the world fall into disrepair 


solely to service the rampant 
greed of a veiy small number 
of people. You look at the 
invasion of Iraq on a certain 
level, and it would seem to 
me that the only reason that 
administration embarked on 
that ludicrous endeavour was 
to enrich their friends.

It all started with a note taped 
on the outside of a French 
art gallery. The note read (in 
French), “Mr. Architect, you 
were wearing an elegant hat 
and you wanted to buy the 
blue bear. Please contact me.” 
Courtney Maum was living in 
Paris at the time and experi¬ 
encing years of writer’s block, 
but that one note sparked the 
idea for her new extremely 
buzz-y novel, I Am Having So 
Much Fun Here Without You. 

The protagonist is a Brit¬ 
ish artist named Richard who 
paints rooms as they appear 
through a keyhole, but he is 
more obsessed with pining 
over his ex-mistress than his 
art — or his wife. He starts 
regretting his affair about the 


same time his wife is done with 
him. “In my family histoiy, 
eveiyone cheated on eveiyone 
else and got divorced. I found 
myself wondering, ‘Did any¬ 
one tiy to work it out?’” Maum 
tells us. 

Because the book addresses 
infidelity, early reviewers and 
readers are dissecting it, tiying 
to pull marital lessons from 
these fictional characters. But 
that doesn’t intimidate Maum. 
“I’m pretty flattered by that,” 
she says. “I remember think¬ 
ing that people who are mar¬ 
ried or think about marriage 
a lot would like this book ... 
It’s a bumpy road. Marriage is 
freaking awkward. You’re not 
psyched after eight years to 
get into bed with the same per¬ 
son,” she says. 

Richard has many other 
flaws — besides the whole hav¬ 
ing a mistress part — but as a 
reader, you can’t help but root 
for him. Finding the balance of 
creating a character who was 
funny, dark, flawed and likable 
all at the same time wasn’t easy 
for Maum. “When I wrote the 
first version back in 2002,1 got 
a lot of rejection letters,” she 
says. “All the editors thought

Pink is the new white 
when it comes to casual 
back deck sipping wine. 
Rose has been the warm 
weather go-to for Euro¬ 
peans for years and Can¬ 
ada is starting to catch up. 

Sadly, our opinion of 
blush wines has been influ¬ 
enced by white zinfandel: 
a popular, but polarizing, 
version that’s typically 
confectionaiy and usually 
sweet (most rose is dry). 
Though pleasant enough, 
their reputation as a simple 
tipple for those new to 
wine hasn’t done classic 
rose styles any favours. 

A rose’s pink hue comes 
from dark grape skins com¬ 
ing into contact for a short 
while with the juice. The 
longer they’re together, the 
darker the wine. 

Spain has a history 
of rose production using 
indigenous grape varietals. 
The Marques de Caceres 
2013 Rosado ($13.95- 
$16.29) is made from 
tempranillo and its balance 
of juicy, berry fruit 
with a refreshing 
dryness is a bench¬ 
mark. As well as 
tasting great, rose 
wines are fantastic 
with food — 
especially if the 
dish is eclectic 
or has an ag¬ 
gressive, domin¬ 
ating flavour.

Grilled Caramelized 
Onion and Feta Pizza. 

Don’t limit this family 
favourite to a hot oven. 
It can easily be made in 
your backyard 


Onions are a bit of a reflex buy 
for many. Every time these 
people go to the grocer they 
always buy a bag of onions. 
They’re a kitchen staples so 
you must always be about 
to run out, right? It’s a good 
theory. But if that was the case, 
you wouldn’t currently have 
15 pounds of onions on the 
counter. 

That’s where this grill- 
friendly way of using a whole 
mess of caramelized onions 


comes in. The pizza is topped 
with onions and garlic, spiked 
with caraway seeds and golden 
raisins, finished with roasted 
red peppers, pine nuts, and 
crumbled feta for a kind of Mid¬ 
dle Eastern take on grilled pizza 

1. Set the pizza crust, in the 
bag, on the counter to come to 
room temperature. 

2. Meanwhile, in large, heavy 
pot, such as a cast-iron Dutch 
oven, over medium heat, melt 
the butter. Add onions and 
cook, stirring often, for 20 
minutes. Stir in raisins, garlic 
and caraway seeds, then cook 
another 3 minutes, or until on¬ 
ions are significantly reduced 
and caramelized. Stir in the red 
peppers, then transfer the mix¬ 
ture to a bowl and set aside. 


Ingredients 


• 20 -oz ball purchased pizza 
crust 

• 2 tbsp butter 

• 2 medium yellow onions, thinly 
sliced 

• 1/3 cup golden raisins 

• 4 cloves garlic, minced 

• 1 tbsp caraway seeds 

• 12 -oz jar roasted red peppers, 
drained and sliced 

• Olive oil 

• 1/3 cup pine nuts 

• 1/2 cup crumbled feta cheese 


3. When the onions are done, 
heat the grill to medium-high. 
On a lightly floured counter, 
roll the pizza dough out to a 
14-inch round. Brush the top of 
the dough with oil, then trans¬ 


fer it to a large plate or platter 
for carrying it to the grill. Have 
your remaining ingredients 
prepared, then bring every¬ 
thing to the grill. 

4. Flip the dough onto the grill, 
oiled side down, and cook for 5 
minutes, or until the bottom 
is lightly browned and puffed. 
Reduce the heat to medium- 
low, then brush the top of the 
dough with oil. Use tongs to flip 
the dough. 

5. Spread the onion mixture 
evenly over the crust, then 
sprinkle it with pine nuts and 
feta. Cover the grill and cook 
for 4 to 6 minutes, or until the 
bottom is lightly browned and 
the feta is softened. Serve im¬ 
mediately.

World Cup. Hosts open 
tournament with 3-1 
win; Croatia shaken by 
controversial penalty 


Neymar gave Brazil a winning 
start to its home World Cup, 
scoring twice to lead the host 
nation to an unconvincing 
3-1 victoiy over Croatia in the 
opening game on Thursday. 

In his 50th match with 
Brazil, the 22-year-old forward 
scored a goal in each half to 
help the hosts survive an early 
scare and escape disaster in 
front of a packed Itaquerao Sta¬ 
dium after Croatia had taken 
an early lead. 

Marcelo found his own 
net while hying to clear a low 
cross by Ivica Olic in the 11th 
minute, but Neymar then 
showed why the nation’s high 
hopes are all pinned on him. 

He equalized in the 29th 
minute, clearing a defender in 
midfield before making a run 
toward the edge of the area 
and firing a perfectly placed 
low shot that went in off the 
post. 

The game turned on a con¬ 
troversial penalty awarded by 
Japanese referee Yuichi Nishi- 
mura in the 71st minute when 
striker Fred went down inside 
the area under minimal con¬ 
tact from defender Dejan Lov- 
ren. 

Neymar scored from the 
spot for his 33rd goal with 
Brazil. The Barcelona star got a 
standing ovation when he was 
substituted near the end of the 
match.
